The
three summer months are froquently |
periods of deterforation; but, allow- |
ing for these usual decline, our crops |
are still sure to be heavy, Both win-!
ter and spring wheat are in excel-’
lent condition, and the outlook, ne-
cording to some authorities, is for n
crop of wbout 700,000,000 bushels, or |
the wecond-largest on record. Big
oat and hay crops are ulso almost |
certain, Moreover, there Is an un-
usunl ubrence of Injury by Insects,
and the ground has been so well sat-
urated as to make damage from
{frouth or hot winds much more re-
mote than ususl. Corn I late; there-
@ore samewhut uncertain. This is
our most lmportant vrop; but, as the
soll Is genorally In good conditiony a
few wooks of bot weather would
quickly compensate for present bacls-
